The president's train arrived promptly at 
4:45 o'clock, according to schedule, Mayor 
George B. Ward, surrounded by a re- 
ception committee, consisting of the most 
prominent men in Birmingham at the 
union station, delivered the formal ad- 
dress of welcome to the city. Immedi- 
ately afterwards the party entered car- 
riages and began the march to Capitol 
park, eight squares distant. | 

The parade was along north Twentieth 
street, and the entire line of march was 
packed with a struggling mass of hu- 
manity, anxious to catch a glimpse of 
the city’s guest. Every window of all 
the big office buildings along tne line 
was crowded and many of the roofs of 
Structures en route were covered with 

- people. .Rows of incandescent lights the 
full length of the street, made the scene 
alj the: more brilliant. The ovation to 
the president was continuous, and he 
stood in his carriage the whole way 
acknowledging the outbursts of enthusi- 
asm.

A preity incident at the close of the 
march was when the president asked the 
name of the lady riding at the side of his 
carriage. Miss Sammie Harris was spon- 
sor for troop D, one of the local cavalry 
organizations. The president was intro- 
duced to her by ‘Mayor Ward, and as he 
reached over to shake her hand he 
crowded the mayor, Excusing himself, 
he said: 

“I would run over a man any time to 
shake hands with a lady.’’
